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School Budget Set 
At $596,330 For 
Year of 1948-49 


Increased Cost of Operation Due to 


School Expansion W ith Enrollment 


Expected to Set New Record 


No one appeared at the public hearing on the budget set 
up for the Palm Springs unified school district yesterday, 9 
a.m. at the Frances S. Stephens school. 
The budget for the fiscal year of 1948-49, which started 
July 1, has been officially set at $596,330, according to figures 
released by Arthur Hoff, acting superintendent and business 
manager of the new unified school district. 


THIS FIGURE shows an in­ 
crease of 10 cents in the esti­ 
m ated cost of operating th e high 
school per 100-dollars of assess­ 
ed valuation, at 75 cents and 88 
cents for th e elem entary schools, 
w hich rem ained the sam e as last 
year. 
Included in the total budget is 
$118,629.41 carried over from last 
year’s operation of the D esert 
School and the High School dis­ 
tricts. 


ESTIMATED cost of operation 
for the n e x t 12-month period in­ 
cludes the transfer of 50,000 to 
the undistributed reserves; $29,­ 
150 to the general fund and $90,­ 
000 for the capital outlay funds 
w hen and if needert. 
The total current estim ate of 
expenses will am ount to $425,­ 
180, Hoff declared. He said th at 
the increased cost of operating 
the schools this year, is due to the 
enlargem ent of the school plant, 
cost of th e increased m ainte­ 
nance, additional teachers and 
plant equipm ent. 


THIS 
YEAR the elem entary 
school system will boast of two 
additional kindergartens, one at 
the new Torney school site, ex­ 
pected to be completed in No­ 
vem ber, the other at Cahuilla 
school. T here will also be con­ 
structed, 
som etime 
before 
the 
tu rn of th e new year, 23 new 
class rooms. 
Hoff pointed out th at all of 
these class rooms m ay not be 
used this year but will be held 
in readiness for the peak enroll­ 
m ent w hich occurs here usually 
after, January 1. 


THE ENROLLMENT last year 
show ed to 1357 pupils and this 
year it is estim ated, attendance 
of pupils w ill am ount to 1600, a 
new high record. 
The high school, before Jan u ­ 
ary 1, w ill be usin“ wood-working 
and m etal shops. 
In addition 
there w ill be a home economics 
class room, cafeteria, swimming 
pool and gymnasium. 


THE INCREASED cost of op­ 
eration

assessed valuation of property in 
this school district.
